Secretary Tells of Plans as 
Neutrality Act Revision 
Gets Right of Way in 
Lower Chamber—Senate 
Group to Fight. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 15 (AP).— 
Secretary of the Naxy Knox said 
today that the navy was ready to 
put guns and gun crews on mer 
chant ships “as fast as the ships 
come to us” once Congress auth- 
orizes such action. 

Knox spoke as the House Rules 
Committee granted parliamentary 
right of way to legislation lifting 
the Neutrality Act's provision 
against arming the ships. Earlier 
the Foreign Affairs Committee ap- 
proved the proposal. 

“We're satisfied now we can get 
enough guns to arm the ships,” 
Knox told a press conference. 

Knox explained that, while there 
were not enough guns immediately 
on hand to arm all ships at once, 
guns would be available as rapidly 
He -asserted also that the arm- 
ing of merchantment was a highly 
effective method of protecting 
them against both aerial and sub- 
marine raiders. 

He said that had been the ex- 
perience of the British already in 
this war, that armed British cargo 
ships had shot down a “large num- 
ber” of Nazi planes, and that sub- 
marines had been placed at a great 
disadvantage by. being forced: to 
keep under the surface rather than 
risk being fired upon by a pros- 
pective victim. 


Special Rule Granted. 


Under the special rule granted 
for consideration of the measure, 
the debate will run throughout to- 
morrow’s session and for one hour 
on Friday. Leaders said they ex- 
pected the House would pass the 
repealer well before nightfall of 
that day.

Prisoners Now Said to To- 
tal 560,000—Heavy Red 
Counterattacks at Both 
Ends of Front Admitted.

BERLIN, Oct. 15 (AP).—The 
German high command declared 
tonight that “the double battle of 
Bryansk and Vyazma is approach-’ 
ing its conclusion and today the 
forces encircled in pockets north of 
Bryansk were smashed with the 
most heavy and bloody losses for 
the enemy.” 

A special communique said the 
total of prisoners taken in this 
operation had risen to 560,000, and 
that 880 armored cars and 4331 
guns had been captured or de- 
stroyed. 

“The majority of German forces 
|} taking part in this mighty battle of 
penetration and encirclement al- 
ready are free for a continuation 
of operations,” it declared. Clear- 
ing the wooded region south of 
Bryansk still is in progress, how- 
ever, the communique said. 

German dispatches intimated 
that the drive toward Moscow had 


swept well beyond Vyazma, 125 
miles west of the capital, in spite 
of heavy rains. 


Advancing Through Mud. 

Nazi divisions were said to be 
Vyazma. The advance was de- 
scribed as leading through swamps 
and forests, and frequently the 
tanks, other vehicles and heavy 
guns had to be pulled out of the 
mud by the men, 

DNB news agency said Tula, 
munitions center with a population 
of 150,000 situated 100 miles south 
of Moscow, now was in German 
hands. 

Reports also circulated that 
Rzhey and Borodino, respectively 
125 northwest and 70 miles west 
of Moscow, also had been captured 
or encircled, but there was no im- 
mediate confirmation from  of- 
ficial quarters.

In the north, DNB said, the 
Russians made a strong attempt 
to force their way across a lake 
lying between the opposing battle 
lines.

Federation Takes Ruling 

. as Precedent for Elec- 
tions in All but Rouge, 
Lincoln Shops.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 15. — The 
National Labor Relations Board, 
on petition of the American Fed- 
*- eration of Labor, has ordered an 
' election in 14 feeder plants of the 
Ford Motor Co. to determine 
whether workers shall be repre- 
sented by the AFL or the CIO. 
AFL officers interpret this ruling 
to mean that they now have a 
green light to organize majorities 
and petition for elections in all 
but two Ford plants, River Rouge 
and Lincoln, where vote of a ma- 
jority favored the CIO. 

As a result of the elections in 
- Rouge and Lincoln, which were 
supervised by the Labor Board, 
Ford granted a contract covering 
not merely these two plants but 
the entire Ford industry. The 14 
feeder plants were included in the 
contract signed on June 20 which 
granted the CIO the closed shop 
and the checkoff. 

' AFL petitions for an election in 
the feeder plants were filed on 
June 11 and 12, prior to the date 
when the company signed the in- 
dustry-wide contract. A spokes- 
man for the board pointed this 
out today when asked whether the 
board’s order did actually give the 
AFL an opportunity to move in on 
the Ford domain outside of the 
Rouge and Lincoln plants. 
to Be Precedent. 

Naturally, the spokesman for 
the board pointed out, the board 
itself did not attempt in yester- 
day’s ruling to say whether the 
AFL now has the right to go into 
all plants except River Rouge and 
Lincoln. But presumably the spe- 
cific ruling on the feeder plants 
will stand as a precedent and, 
when the AFL petitions for elec- 
tions in other Ford plants, which 
it certainly will do, the board may 
be expected to follow this prece- 
dent. 

The feeder plants have a com- 
paratively small number of em- 
ployes, having been developed in 
connection with Ford's belief in

Questions 1. Did the incident 
take place in an area declared to 
be blockaded by the German Gov- 
ernment?

This area was 
within the zone of operations an- 
nounced by the German Govern-

Answer. The Greer had orders 
from the Commander-in-Chief of 
the Atlantic fleet to proceed 
through the area.

Answer. A British destroyer was 
in sight about five miles distant 
from the Greer when the Greer 
made a depth bomb attack at 
1512. This British destroyer had 
arrived on the scene at 1415 and 
had asked the Greer if she (the 
Greer) desired to conduct a co- 
ordinated search for the sub- 
marine. To this question, the 
Greer replied “no.” The British 
destroyer stood through the area 
and disappeared to the southward. 


Signal by British Plane. 
Question 4. Were any airplanes 
in sight of, or in communication 
with, the Greer just before or dur- 
ing the encounter?

Answer. Yes. At 0840, a British 
plane approached the U. 8.

The report on the encounter in 
the North Atlantic was made pub- 
lic last night by Chairman Walsh 
(Dem.), Massachusetts, of the Sen- 
ate Naval Committee, which re- 
a@ested the information from 
Navy Secretary Knox. It was sub- 
mitted in the form of a statement 
by Admiral Harold R. Stark, chief 
of naval operations, who accom- 
panied it with answers to a series 
of questions propounded by the 
committee. 

The statement gave this story 
of the encounter: 

On Sept. 4 the Greer was en 
route to Iceland with United States 
mail, passengers and some freight. 
It was 175 miles southwest of the 
island and “directly in the path 
of communication between Amer- 
fcan ports and Iceland”—a lane 
which President Roosevelt spe- 
cifically ordered the navy on July 
7 to keep “free of all hostile activ- 
ity or threat thereof.” 

At 8:40 a. m. a British plane no- 
tified the Greer that a submarine 
was submerged 10 miles ahead di- 
rectly on the course the destroyer 
was following. 

The Greer immediately crowded 
on speed and zigzagged its way to 
the location reported. At 9:20; five 
minutes after reaching the vicin- 
ity, the destroyer’s underwater 
sound detection equipment picked 
up the propeller beat of the sub- 
merged U-boat and started to trail 
it, broadcasting the submarine’s 
position. 

No further assisfance, mean- 
while, came from the patrol plane. 
However, at 10:32 the plane 
dropped four charges which missed 
the U-boat, and 20 minutes later 
the plane withdrew from the hunt,

No other 
groups seem to be interested, and 
unless additional financial sup- 
port can be secured, we will con- 
tinue to lose population in the 
central areas of the city.” 

The plans discussed by the down- 
town group in the last year were 
for housing units not more than 
three stories in height, to cover 
about 15 blocks in the area east 
of Jefferson avenue, accommodat- 
ing 900 or more families, and cost- 
ing $4,500,000, 

At the time when the plan was 
first announced, it was stated that 
the New York Life Insurance Co. 
had approved a request for a first 
mortgage loan of 80 per cent of the 
cost, or $3,600,000, subject to ap- 
proval by the Federal Housing Ad- 
ministration for mortgage insur- 


cost and the mortgage loan pro- 
ceeds, representing the equity, was 
to be raised by civic interests, and 
was figured at $900,000. 

As compared with the two slum- 
clearance housing projects being 
built by the St. Louis Housing Au- 
thority, for low-income white and 
Negro families, the plan of the 
downtown group was to provide 
homes for families of medium in- 
come, who would bring an access 


‘| of purchasing power to the district. 


These families might otherwise 
move to the suburbs; it was the 
plan of the downtown interests to 
provide them comfortable living 
quarters near the stores and office 
buildings. The success of the anti- 
smoke campaign gave encourage- 
ment tothe plan. 

Eleven such developments have 
been built in Greater New York, 
some of them in Manhattan's 
“Dead End” districts along the 
East River, and most of them have 
paid from 5 to 7 per cent on the 
investment thus far.

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Firms Here Not Taking Advantage 
Of Chance to Get Defense Orders 


U. S. Official Says Such Companies Sooner or 
Later May Find Selves ‘Out in. 
' the Cold.’ | 


Many St. Louis plant owners 
have not availed themselves of the 
opportunities for Government de- 
fense contracts which are now be- 


ing offered, said W. C. Bliss, as- 
tant manager of the St. Louis 
office of the Division and Contract 
Distribution, who spoke at a lunch- 
eon meeting given yesterday at 
Hotel Jefferson by the St. Louis 
Electrical Board of Trade. 

Bliss said that procurement agen- 
cies of the army and navy have 
flooded his office with thousands 
of invitations to bid on items de- 
fense demands. The list of these 
items, which are so varied that al- 
most any plant owner can find 
something he is qualified to manu- 
facture, is made easily available to 
agyone seeking defense work, he 

After the meeting, Bliss told a 
Post-Dispatch reporter that he was 
surprised firms did not take ad- 
vantage of the service offered. 
“We're giving them chances for 
Government contracts, with prior- 
ity ratings on materials—and yet 


many manufacturers, either be- 
cause they are not acquainted with 
the work we are doing or because 
they have their hands full with 
other work, have not yet filed 
bids,” he said. “Sooner or later 
those who don’t have defense con- 
tracts will find themselves out in 
the cold.” 

Already there are a number of 
plants which, while nearing the 
distressed state, have not made 
sincere efforts to get defense 
work, he continued. “They call at 
our office and look over the items 
we know they can make, yet refuse 
to bid because only a portion of 
their equipment will be engaged. 
Utilization of the maximum num- 
ber of men and machines is a dif- 
ficult goal to achieve in these 
days.” 

Everyone, even if he only has a 
punch press, is capable of making 
some of the articles needed, Bliss 
said. “And if he doesn’t know what 
he can make, we have engineers 
who will examine his equipment 
and tell him where he can fit into 
the picture.” 


TRUCKER PUT ON PROBATION © 
AFTER SENTENCE FOR THEFT 


Lawyer Says He Acted as Employe 
Metal 


Sam Cillo, a trucker, 2300 North 
Market street, was sentenced to 
30 days in jail by United States 
District Judge Charles B. Davis 
today on his plea of no contest to 
an indictment charging him and 
Sam Barron, former clerk in the 
National Park Service, with the 
theft of 33 tons of scrap. metal 
from the site of the Jefferson Me- 
morial riverfront project. Barron 
was placed on two-year probation 
by Judge Davis, when arraigned 
Sept. 26. 

After sentencing Cillo, Judge Da- 
vis said he feared his court might 
have been at fault in hearing the 
two pleas separately. Counsel for 
Barron had testified that he had 
obtained only $25 from sale of the 
metal. 

Cillo’s attorney said today that 
Cillo acted as an employe of Bar- 
ron in hauling 20 loads of the 
metal and that he did so without 
knowledge of the nature of the 
transaction. The attorney said 
Barron received $50 a load from 
sale of the metal, and of this 
amount paid Cillo $3 a load for 
hauling and two Negroes $1 a load 
each for loading.

A schedule of wage increases for 
preduction and maintenance em- 
ployes of the Curtiss-Wright Cor- 
poration plant at Lambert-St. Louis 
Field, will be submitted to em- 
ployes at a special meeting at 10 
o’clock Sunday morning at the St. 
Louis House, 2345 Lafayette ave- 
nue, it wag announced today by 
Lloyd Weber, business agent for 
the Machinists’ District Council 
No, 9, bargaining agent for pro- 
duction workers. 

Weber said the pay increases had 
been approved by the company, but 
declined to reveal the amounts in- 
volved until the agreement had 
been ratified by employes. 

About 4000 “workers are covered 
by the existing contract, Weber 
said, but the number is expected 
to increase to about 10,000 by Jan- 
uary. The proposed wage increase 
would be a revision of pay sched- 
ules in the present contract, 
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which was suspended from Central 
Trades and Labor Union last Aug- 
ust for strikebreaking activities, 
sent strikebreakers this morning 
to the Federal Cold Storage Co., 
1800 North Broadway. Friese said 
pickets stopped seven men who 
attempted to enter the plant and 
took from two of them mebership 
cards in Kline’s union. 
Small quantities of supplies were 
delivered to local customers whose 
union drivers were willing to pass 
through picket lines at the plants, 
Steinmeyer said.

Frozen Roads Indicated. 
Red Star indicated, however, 
that in some sectors the onset of 
winter was assisting the Germans. 
“The cold which set in recently 
permits enemy scouts to act not 
only along the highways but. also 
the dirt roads,” said the news- 
paper. 
The Germans are séhdirig in- 
dividual tanks for reconnaissance 
with a small group of motorcycles 
or calvary squads equipped with 
anti-tank guns, Red Star said, 
In its first reference to the new 
battleground near Kalinin, the 
Soviet information bureau said 
fighting was especially fierce yes- 
terday in the direction of Vyazma, 
Bryansk and Kalinin. 
This statement in an early morn- 
ing communique was repeated in 
a mid-day bulletin which said fight- 
ing continued throughout the night 
in those sectors. 
“Thousands of bodies of German 
soldiers, crippled tanks, trucks and 
motorcycles lie in anti-tank pits 
and at the approaches to our de- 
fenses,” the bureau said,  esti- 
mating 13,000 invaders were killed 
or wounded in the central front 
actions yesterday. 

In the raging continuance of the 
air war, the early communique re- 
corded destruction of 89 German 
planes on all fronts Sunday to 
Russian losses of 23, and said that 
so far eight Nazi planes had been 
listed as brought down yesterday 
near Moscow alone. 

Moscow-remained calm and the 
streets crowded. 

Isolated German planes dropped 
afew explosive and incendiary 
bombs on the city during a brief 
early morning raid, but the dam- 
age was slight and most persons 
slept through the alarm. 

Retreat on Sea of Azov. 

The Government said Russian 
detachments had withdrawn from 
Mariupol, Azov Sea port midway 
between the Dnieper and the Don 
rivers, “after fierce fighting.” 
(Germany reported its capture 
Oct. 7.) 

The Russians said, however, 
that planes and guns of the Soviet 
Black Sea fleet were harassing 
German forces along the coast. 

Bombing planes launched from 
the fleet destroyed German muni- 
tions dumps, seven tanks, three 
armored cars and 10 motor trucks 
and wiped out a company of sol- 
diers in one foray, the midday 
communique said. 

The fleet’s guns also were re- 
ported to have destroyed three 
German munitions dumps, three 
batteries and artillery and numer- 
ous tanks. 

In the Leningrad sector, the mid- 
day communique declared the Rus- 
sians had launched a successful 
counterattack in which 1500 Ger- 
man soldiers were killed, 50 trucks 
loaded with infantry destroyed and 
28 machine-gun nests wiped out.

PLANES REPORTED 


DIVERTED TO RUSSI 


NEW YORK, Oct. 15 (AP)— 
More than $1,000,000 worth of 
bombing planes and equipment des- 
tined for Peru have been removed 
from two freighters for diversion 
to Russia, marine circles report- 
ed today. 

These sources said that the Peru- 
vian Embassy in Washington was 
conferring with the State Depart- 
ment in an attempt to regain the 
equipment. 

One shipment was booked for 
the Grace liner Santa Rita which 
left here Sept. 24. It was diverted 
at the order of the War Depart- 
ment, officials said. 

(In Washington the War De- 
partment disclaimed knowledge of 
the removal of fhe planes.) 

Another shipment was booked 
for the Peruvian freighter Mara- 
non and was stopped when Treas- 
ury Department officials refused 
to grant clearance to the cargo. 

The planes were said to be light 
Douglas bombers — crated and 
ready to go. An unofficial esti- 
mate said the two shipments con- 
sisted of 18 planes with all aux- 
iliary equipment. They were orig- 
inally ordered by the Norwegian 
and Netherlands governments, but 
were withheld from them after 
German occupation of those coun- 
tries. 

Officials said the plan called for 
the United States to reimburse 
Peru but that a complete under- 
standing apparently had not yet

Resolution Urges Member 


Unions to Take Steps— 


‘ Says Executive Council. 


Lacks, Power. 


SEATTLE, Wash., Oct. 15 (AP). 
~The American Federation of La- 


bor condemned law violators with- 
in its ranks today and directed 
national and international unions 
to take immediate action against 
criminals ~in the labor movement. 

The resolution on racketeering, 
supplementing the Executive Coun- 
cil’s report and: recommendations 
made at the start of the national 
convention last week, was adopted 
unanimously and without debate 
after being read by the Resolu- 
tion Committee chairman, John P. 
Frey. 

The resolution stated that unions 
in the federation are sovereign 
autonomous organizations, holding 
their own powers of discipline, and 
that the AFL and the Executive 
Council have no power to exercise 
discipline for “any defense.” 

It did not mention any specific 
unions or individuals. 

The resolution proposed that all 
AFL unions amend their constitu- 
tions and laws, if necessary, “so 
that prompt and diligent action 
may be taken against locals, offi- 
cers and members who are guilty 
of offenses against the public laws 
and union laws.” 

In an effort to “further the pro- 
gram of wiping out racketeering 
and crime .. . the committee 
asked the Federation “to direct all 
central bodies to refuse to seat any 
delegate from a union who has 
been convicted of serious wrong-

OVERSEAS COMMUNICATIONS 


Knox Explaing Plans Do Not In- 
clude Press and Radio, Except 
on Voluntary Basis. 
WASHINGTON, Oct, 15 (AP).—

11 Districts Levy 
Taxes in County, Says Prof. Reals 


Illegal School School 


Washington U. Speaker Points to Violations) 
‘as Showing Need of Proposed $2 
Amendment. 


Eleven of the 22 first-class high 
school districts in St. Louis County 
have levied a school tax exceeding 
the constitutional limit of $1 on the 
$100 assessed valuation, Prof. Wil- 


lis H. Reals of Washington Uni- 
versity said last night in address- 
ing a.dinner gathering at Uni- 
versity City High School. Five 
other districts levy the full $1 tax. 

Prof. Reals, chairman of the 
Citizens’ Committee of University 
City School District,. cited these 
facts as showing the necessity for 
support of the proposed constitu- 
tional amendment, permitting St. 
Louis County school districts to 
levy up to $2, which will be voted 
on in the November, 1942, ‘State 
election. 

The dinner was given in honor of 
St. Louis County’s four members 
of the Legislature, who are Sena- 
tor Joseph A. Falzone, Representa- 


tives Forrest Mittendorf, Howard | 


Elliott and Harold D. Carey. Their 
work in support of school: legisla- 
tion was praised by several speak- 
ers. 

University City Election. 

As the result of a bill enacted 
through their efforts, University 
City will hold a special electiqn 
Nov.' 25 on an $80,000 bond issue, 
to provide additional funds for gen- 
eral school purposes until a high- 
er tax rate than $1 can be levied 
constitutionally. Harry A. Frank, 
president of the Board of Educa- 


| tion, said the bonds, if authorized 


by the voters, would provide for 
a nine and one-half-month school 
term instead of the present nine 
months, and would make it possi- 
ble to eliminate some special fees 
now charged, but would not restore 
the teaching staff to its former 
size. There was a reduction of 41 
in the number of teachers after a 
taxpayer’s suit resulted in a deci- 
sion of the State Supreme Court 
against a levy of 27 cents more 
than the constitutional $1 limit. 

Prof. Reals described the meth- 
of which University City and the 
10 other districts had followed in 
exceeding the constitutional limit. 
In each case, the additional tax 
was levied in the guise of a build- 
* tax, though no new building 

was planned, 

The 10 other St. Louis County 
school districts which have fol- 
lowed the same procedure, accord- 
ing to figures shown in the report 
of the State Superintendent of 
Schools, are: Bayless, additional 
15-cent levy; Brentwood, 30 cents; 
Clayton, 10 cents; Kirkwood, 82 
cents; Maplewood, 70 cents; Nor- 
mandy,*40 cents; Pattonvilte, 35 
cents; Ritenour (Overland), 30 
cents; Riverview Gardens, 60 
cents, and Webster Groves, 92 
cents. The districts levying the full 
$1, but no more, are Affton, Berke- 
ley, Eureka, Fairview and Valley 
Park. 

“Our schools have refused to be 
limited .by the constitutional re- 
strictions of 1875,” Prof. Reals said. 
“The Constitution has limited 
school districts of the type of Uni- 
versity City to a tax levy of $1 for 
general school purposes; it has, 
however, provided for an addition- 
al sum which might be voted when 
a building was actually to be erect- 
ed. 

“At first a few, perhaps by sub- 
terfuge, and now openly 151 dis- 
tricts—one-fifth of all the first- 
class high school districts of the 
State—levy such a “building” tax 
when they have no thought of 
erecting a building. The building 
tax they then deflect to other pur- 
poses. 

Practice Long in Use. 

“This practice was long in use 
before anyone questioned its pro- 
priety. But today we have an opin- 
ion from the Missouri Supreme 
Court that such a practice is un- 
constitutional. It can’t be done any 
more. That is, it can’t be done by 
any school district which prides it- 
self on being perfectly circumspect 
with the law. And it certainly 
can’t be done if even one individ- 
ual in a praticular community de- 
cides to challenge it. 

“University City was challenged, 
but we hope no other district is so 
challenged. We would rather hope 
that what the Citizens’ Committee 
has so far accomplished will meet 
with such support that all other 
districts will:be removed from the 
threat of challenge. Whether that 
is accomplished depends on what 
you all do before November, 1942. 

“It has been one thing to vio- 
late the Constitution when it was 
a common practice, and has been 
done so long that it was perfectly 
respectable It is quite a differ- 
ent thing now, when the highest 
court in the state says the thing is 
unconstitutional. 

Violation Softened. 

“Tt is still possible, and I pre- 
sume some districts may still levy 
an unconstitutional tax until a test 
case is brought in their communi- 
ties, but it would hardly seem that 
any of. them can stand quite as 
erect When they do so, even though 
they apparently justify themselves 
by saying the taxpayers are always 
informed that such a practice is 
unconstitional. ‘Thus violation of 
the Constitution is softened, and 
almost seems no violation at all, 
when all the people share the bur- 
den,” 

Prof, Reals praised his associates 
in the Citizens’ Committee, their 
work in support of the committee’s 
efforts and the St, Louis County 
Chambér of Commerce, Real Estate 


Board, Bar Association ued other 


groups, fcr their work in support! tional 


of the committee's program in the 
Legislature. He said the time had 
come to expand the committee’s 
to county-wide proportions, for ef- 
fective support of the tax rate 
amendment next year.

| Certainly it is the most tec 

of the physical contcat games. The 
off-tackle play, the end run, the 
spinner, the forward pass—all are 
put on today with ramifications 
which may go unnoticed from the 
stands but which are the basis of 
football’s deception. To an un- 
schooled spectator, three succes- 
sive running plays from scrim- 
mage may appear to be exactly 
the same. They are meant to look 
that way—to fool the defense. We 
don’t care about fooling you, the 
spectator. Butewe do want to fool 
the defense. 

So, except for one or two key 
men, every player does exactly 
the same on one play on the 
preceding play. The t change 
in assignment of one or two men 
enables the play to hit at an en- 
tirely different defensive spot. The 
result may be a good gain, per- 
haps even a touchdown. 

Football was not always thus. 
In the old days, when the play 
started, the defense knew what 
it was going to be and could move 
to stop it—but not now. When the 
forward pass was introduced—in- 
deed, until just a few years ago— 
a pass play was a pass play from 
start to finish.

Konoye and Foreign Minister Ad- 
miral Teijiro Toyoda also received 
leaders of the Nationalistic, Fascist 
Tohokai party who presented un- 
disclosed demands concerning 
Japanese-American relations. 

Both Domei, news agency with 
close Government connections, and 
the influential newspaper Asahi, 
put forth gloomy views on ‘the 
Japanese-American situation. 
“Hostile Attitude” Toward Japan. 

Domei quoted authoritative quar- 
ters as saying the United States 
was guilty of “double dealing” and 
had assumed a hostile attitude to- 
ward Japan while conducting ne- 
gotiations looking toward an ac- 
cord. , 

These negotiations (which Amer- 
fieans have called purely “explora- 
tory”) can hardly continue in such 
a situation, said Domei’s inform- 
ants. 

“Tt is doubtful whether the 
United States is seriously en- 
deavoring to maintain peace in the 
Pacific,” they said.

According to the Japanese ver- 
sion the conversations began 49 
days ago after Prince Konoye sent 
a still unpublished message to 
President Roosevelt.

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WASHINGTON, Oct. 15 (AP) — 
Representative Thomas F. Ford,

low members of the ‘House 
Banking Committee, at a hearing 
on price control legislation today, 
that “if you undertake to put a 
ceiling on wages you can’t get the 
bill through the House.” 

“We want a price contro! bill to 
eheck this inflation spiral,” Ford 
declared. “If you inject labor into 
this bill you are not going to have 
any bill.” 

Earlier Representative Patman 
(Dem.), Texas, told reporters he 
would insist that the committee 
report out some form of price-fix- 
ing bill at once, even if it is neces- 
sary to follow it with supplemental 
legislation. , 

“Every single witness, I “believe, 
has said price control is needed at 
once,” said Patman. “They have 
differed on what to control, and 
on methods of control, but they 
all say control is needed now.” 

Higher Retail Prices Predicted. 

Isador Lubin, Commissioner — of 

Labor Statistics, told the commit- 
tee that price rises in retail goods 
might be ahead as retail prices 
have not gone up fast as commodi- 
ties and raw materials. 
“Raw material prices are up tre- 
mendously” said Lubin, “but the 
same ig rot true for finished 
goods.” He said prices of 28 basic 
commodities on Sept. 28 were 55.8 
per cent above August, 1939, :evels, 
but the cost of living had risen 
only 8 per cent. 

Imibin cited as examples the fol- 
lowing price trends: 

Wool tops between August, 1939, 
and September, 1941, went up 51.9 
per cent and worsted suitings ir- 
creased ir cost 41.1 per cent while 
the retail price of men's worsted 
suits went up only 9 per cent. 

Raw cotton went up 85.9 per cent 
between August, 1939, and Septem- 
ber, 1941, percale was up 615 per 
cent and print cloth 61.4 per cent 
but women’s percale dresses, at re- 
tail, were up only 9 per cent. 

Raw foodstuffs went up 69 per 
cent, wholesale prices of processed 
foods rose 33 per cent and retail 
prices 18 per cent. 

“The retail rise was high for 
foodstuffs,” he said, “but the dis- 
parity indicates the retail price 
may go up.” 

Lubin declined to express an 
opinion on the legality placing 
a ceiling on wages but said that 
“es a practical problem, I don’t 
see the administrative answer.” 

He added that one company alone 
had 20,000 different pay rates, 
which probably differed from rates 
other companies fixed for the same 
work. 

“Might Stimulate Strikes.” 

Ford asked Lubin if putting a 
ceiling on wages would stop 
strikes. 

“In some instances it might 
stimulate strikes,” Lubin replied. 

Patman, a member of the Bank- 
ing and Currency Committee which 
has been holding hearings on price 
contro] legislation since July, fre- 
quently has objected to delays. On 
his motion the committee will 
meet tomorrow in executive session 
to consider the matter. 

“T think we should report out at 
once a bill to control prices of 
critical materials going into na- 
tional defense, such as copper, 
aluminum and steel, and then if 
necessary consider another bill 
later,” he said. 

“But something should be done 
at once, and such a bill ought to 
include price controls for imports 
and for rents in defense areas.” 

Patman said he would insist that, 
if provisions to fix farm prices 
were included in a bill, they allow 
farmers higher returns than 110 
per cent of parity, Pending admin- 
istration legislation stipulates that 
prices on farm products cannot be 
fixed at a ceiling less than 110 per 
cent of parity. Parity means such 
a return as will give farm products 
the same purchasing power that 
they had in a base period, with 
1910-14 used for most basic com- 
modities. 

“This so-called parity is not a 
fair price for the farmer,” Patman 
contended, “Farmers must. get 
more than 110 per cent of parity to 
give them any real return on their 
labor and investment.”

Men From Kansas City, Chi- 
cago and New York Named 
on Fraud Charge. 


Postoffice inspectors announced 
today the arrest of three addi- 
tional defendants named in a Fed- 
eral indictment charging use of 
the mails to defraud in_the finan- 
cial operations of the defunct 


United States Tool Co, of Louisi- 
ana, Mo. 

Those arrested are Clarence W. 
Terry, Kansas City attorney; Fior- 
ian J. Glowacki, an accountant 
with a Chicago financial house, 
and William H. J. Soeldner of New 
York, . 

Police and postal inspectors had 
previously arrested John Hardwick 
Haley, former Clayton lawyer, and 
Frank G. Buffum of Chicago, who 
were charged with the three others 
with frauds amounting to nearly 
$100,000 in a suppressed indict- 
ment returned by the St. Louis 
Federal grand jury last month, 

Postal Inspector O. C. H. Willard 
said Terry had acted as secretary- 
treasurer of the United States Tool 
Co., and sent letters to creditors 
misrepresenting the financial con- 
dition to induce loans to the firm. 

Glowacki, he said, who was em- 
ployed by the Chicago financial 
firm, Heller & Co., had been sent 
to the United States Tool Co. by 
the Heller firm to protect its $16,- 
000 loan to the tool company. 
Willard said that Glowacki joined 
the other defendants in the fraud- 
ulent operations of the firm. 

Willard said* Soeldner, who is 
serving a jail-term in New York 
on a bad check charge, had co- 
operated in the operations of the 
tool company by sending fictitfous 
letters submitting orders for tools 
for the company. He made the 
bogus orders in the name of the 
“Power Hardware Co.” which he 
represented to have plants in Phila- 
delphia and New York, Willard 
said. 

Soeldner will be turned over to 
Federal authorities in New York 
when he completes his jail term, 
for removal to St. Louis. Willard 
said Terry was under indictment 
also in United States District Court 
in Kansas City for frauds against 
the Federal Housing Administra- 
tion. 

The indictment against the five 
charged that some banks had ad- 
vanced money for mortgages on 
property of the tool company 
which had been pledged as security 
on earlier loans. It was also 
charged that representations were 
made in getting loans that the 
firm was planning to move its 
plant to the place where the loan 
}wWas. sought, or that another in- 
dustry would be established there. 

It was charged also that the de- 
fendants, in seeking loans, made a 
false statement that the company 
had war orders, including a $112,- 
500 order for bayonets from the 
Chinese Government, and that 
they defrauded financial firms in 
New York, Iowa, Indiana, Wyom- 
ing and Ohio. 

Haley was formerly law partner 
of former State Senator Richard 
F. Ralph at Clayton, where he was 
attorney for several sewer districts 
organized under the Ralph Sewer 
Law, later repealed.

A Survey of Divorce Cases, 

Zo the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

URING March and April, 1941, the 

writer made a survey of 512 married 
— who were granted divorces in 

Angeles County, California, during 
the six months ending Dec. 31, 1940. In 
the belief that my finding may be of 
imterest to St. Louis students of this 
grave social problem, I summarize them 
below: 

Of those granted divorces: 

Three hundred and eighteen couples were mar- 
Tied in Justice of the Peace courts or by other 
eounty officials of Los Angeles County. 

One hundred and six were married in Protes- 
tant churches. 

Forty were married tn Catholic churches, 

Two were married by Jewish rabbis. 

Vorty-four were married in the nearby “Gretna 
Greens,” Yuma, Ariz; Las Vegas, Nev., and in 
Mexico. 

Although the survey was far from com- 
prehensive, it is apparent, from the sub- 
stantial number of cases studied, that 
marriages made in church seem to re- 
sult in fewer divorcees. Certainly, it is 
difficult to construe the phrase, “Whom 
God hath joined together,” as applying 
to elected political officers whose au- 
thority to marry couples is entirely tem- 
poral and whose ceremonies are brief 
and uninspiring. | 

It is the writer's opinion that marriages 
fin church have a better chance for suc- 
eess than those performed in Justice 
of the Peace courts. Of course, it is diffi- 
cult to determine whether the perma- 
mence of church marriages in large part 
is due to the fact that more people of 
higher character choose to be married 
in churches, or whether the solemnity 
and inspiration of the church wedding is 
more binding upon the participants.

As a case in point, and it is certainly not the only 
one, witness the strange failure of the Aluminum 
Co. of Ameri¢a, otherwise Known as Alcoa, to get 


‘six months, while the Government has been calling 
for expansion of the aluminum industry, little has 
been done. Senator Truman, chairman of the Senate 
Defense Investigating Committee, says the only posi- 
tive step that has been taken to increase aluminum 
supply is the purchase of 168,000 metric tons from 
the Aluminum Company of Canada. 

Senator Truman says he is determined to show 
the reasons behind the delay, but has been balked 
time and again, the latest event ‘being the inability 
of Arthur B. Davis, chairman of Alcoa’s board, to 
appear in Washington because of illness. While 
awaiting Mr. Davis’ recovery, some interesting de- 
velopments have occurred. The Truman committee 
investigators have discovered a very peculiar con- 
tract, drawn by Oscar R. Ewing, Alcoa attorney, by 
which the Government and the company are to get 
together on expansion plans. 

One of the things the Truman committee wants to 
find out is why the company should have drawn 
the contract rather than the Government. As orig- 
inally written by Mr. Ewing, the contract provided 
for an outright gift of $15,000,000 by the Govern- 
ment to the company and, while this was later whit- 
tled down to $9,000,000, Senator Truman and other 
committee members are greatly dissatisfied with the 
terms of the contract as finally signed. 

Hugh Fulton, committee counsel, points out that 
the contract does not bind the company to complete 
the new plants at any specific time; that under its 
terms the Government must purchase aluminum from 
plants built with Government money at prices to be 
agreed upon by Alcoa and the Defense Plant Cor- 
poration; that the contract gives Alcoa the final say 
on the disposition of the properties when the emerg- 
ency is ended; that the contract contains loopholes 
and escape clauses and appears in general to be 
drawn with too much solicitude for the company. 

The company, of course, has reasons to cite for the 
failure of the expansion program to get under way, 
even under a favorable contract, just as the labor 
unions have reasons to cite for the strikes which 
impede production. The fact is, however, that not a 
“wheel is turning and it is always easier to alibi than 
to act. Meanwhile, smaller aluminum companies, 
having learned of the extraordinary concessions 
granted Alcoa in the contract, are holding up their 
plant expansion until they are given the same 
concessions. 

It is a mistake, as the Alcoa story shows, to blame 
our production failures on any one cause or any 
one group. It is a complicated situation, with cer- 
tain industrialists just as open to criticism as cer- 
tain labor leaders. 
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THE HESS MYSTERY AGAIN. 

The English Government has not seen fit to say 
in what kind of house Rudolf Hess is living these 
days. It has explained, however, that he is getting 
no better fare than are the officers guarding him, 
and, in the words of Capt. H. D. R. Margesson, he 
“certainly is getting no pay.” 

That the Government should deem it necessary 
to announce that it is not paying Hess—refugee, 
emissary, guest, prisoner or whatever else he may 
be—makes him more mysterious than ever. 
why should anybody have thought that the British 
were paying that man? 

And how can we do an all out production job 
when London lets us become preoccupied with this 
puzzle? Why don’t they let us in on the solution to 
this walking mystery story? Or why don’t they, at 
least, let us forget about it? 
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CAUSE FOR CONCERN. 

Is the President seizing from Congress its ancient 
rights and prerogatives? Many are saying so, point- 
ing to the fact that initiative in matters foreign and 
domestic has fallen more and more to the executive. 
Representative Voorhis of California was discussing 
the subject the other day, and he had some pertinent 
observations to make. He said: 


It disturbs me when I find members of Con- 
gress simply bewailing the fact that Congress 
is losing its place in our national Government 
and not seeing what the clear and obvious thing 
is to prevent this. 

The thing upon which the future of the 
legislative branch of our Government depends 
is that the initiative of Congress and its sense 
of responsibility shall be expressed, not simply 
in being against things, but in presenting a 
constructive program. 


In these critical times, the opportunities for leader- 
ship have been unlimited, and the duty to supply it 
falls upon Congress as well as upon the President. 
Yet, time after time, the legislative branch has 
soldiered on the job. 

One instance is price controls. Instead of present- 
ing “a constructive program,” it waited for the 
executive department’s proposals, and, although they 
proved to-be half-hearted and inadequate, it has 
failed to better them. So far, its only contribution 
to the problem of preventing a disastrous price 
inflation, one of the most important problems con- 
fronting the nation, has been to hold for months 
and months in committee the only solution offered. 

Serious derelictions of duty like this give much 
more reason for concern about the future of Con- 
gress than any real or imagined encroachments on 
its. rights by the President. 
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SUGGESTION FOR HARRIED PROPAGANDISTS. 

For Buropeans, one of the war’s minor compensa- 
tions must be the radio programs. The propaganda 
must get to be a bore, and tHe effort of one belliger- 
ent to ham out an enemy station must make for head- 
aches. The snap of a button, of course, offers escape, 
but the eye-wash and the noise are probably worth 
putting up with now that the unscheduled Terrible 
Ivans and Frightful Fritzes are on the air. 

' No doubt, the Nazi brass hats are annoyed when a 
sharp-witted Russian breaks in on their favorite 
Goebbels broadcaster, but in a country that once 
produced such journals of humor, wit and satire as 
Simplicissimus and Filiegende Bilaetter, this enter- 
tainer must have some appreciative listeners...

Great sections of English public opinion are asking Wéinston 
Churchill why more aid is not given the Russians, writer says;

and air power are not yet available for continental invasion.

OINCIDING with the grave news from 


Russia arrives a letter from an English - 


friend, written late in September, ex- 
plaining at great length why he, “in com- 
mon with many Englishmen,” has reversed 
his judgment of Stalin. 

Looking back, he concludes that the Soviet 
leader is “the greatest of all living rulers”; 
first, because he made a pact with Germany 
which enabled him to create a bloc of buffer 
states to receive the first shock of the ex- 
pected Nazi assault and gave him more time 
to prepare for it; second, because he is the 
only ruler strong enough to have borne the 
odium for these moves in silence until Hitler 
struck. ' 

Others will put,a different interpreta- 
tion on Stalin’s actions. Supposing he was 
playing for time in signing the fateful ac- 
cord that freed the Nazis to drive west, it 
will always he a question whether Hitler 
would have dared to strike at all if Stalin 
had joined up with Britain and France in 
1939, and therefore whether the opposite 
policy would have spared Russia herself 
the terrible ordeal she is now suffering. Un- 
doubtedly Stalin’s sole aim was to save his 
country from attack, but the results prove 
for the nth time the dreadful lesson of this 
war: Even the greatest Power cannot save 
itself at the expense of others. 

Such questions are now as vain as all 
recriminations, but the letter is interesting 
because its superlatives show how a highly 
placed and very conservative Englishman 
reacted to the demonstration of the military 
power of the Red and the national 
spirit of the Soviet citizens. Received as 
the Germans are hammering with all their 
might on the lines leading to Moscow, and 
Russian resistance reels under the final 
fury of Hitler’s onslaught, the letter shows 
also why today’s dispatches from London 
register deep disgppointment and gloom.

The disappointment is not only because 
the Red armies may not be able to hold 
out, at least in Europe, until sufficient help 
arrives. For several days the British press 
and public have been asking with increas- 
ing insistence why the Government has not 
taken greater advantage of the opportunity 
provided by the Russian stand. 

If Moscow is taken, the most conserva- 
tive Britishers are afraid that Stalin will 
fall. They are afraid of a separate peace if 
the Red army, apparently unbroken despite 
Hitler's claims, is split and disorganized. 

Time was when Churchill was dis- 
trusted because he was too adventurous, 


production and the British had immense 
reserves, it would be impossible to trans- 
port reinforcements quickly through the 
only ways open—via Vladivostok, Archangel 
or the Persian Gulf. All these routes are 
long, slow and hazardous. 

Only those with full knowledge of the 
facts can decide whether an offensive else- 
where is feasible—meaning whether it has 
a good chance of success. This is a global 
war, and even the amateur strategist who 
measures the distance from Iceland to 
Singapore can see the staggering length of 
the front that has to be defended before a 
large-scale offensive can be contemplated. It 
is easy to say the continent should be in- 
vaded while the occupied Countries are in 
a ferment of unrest and the bulk of the 
German armies are engaged in the east. 
But the ships and air power for this mighty 
enterprise are not yet available.

The most promising points of attack are 
in the Caucasus, where ‘the Russians have 
an army, and the Mediterranean, against 
Italy. The British have 750,000 men in the 
Middle East, and this force and its equip- 
ment are being copstantly augmented. It 
is greater than is needed to guard Egypt 
and the Suez, but is it large enough to hold 
these vital bases and at the same time meet 
the Germans if the Russians are beaten in 
the south and their supply lines to the 
Caucasus are cut? 

The position is measurably better than 
when the Russian campaign began. In any 
conceivable contingency, most of Russia 
will remain unconquered, a constant danger 
to Hitler. But the most superficial survey 
of the picture today reveals that it will take 
more time, more labor, more renunciation, 
more undivided purpose, before the power 
to hold the line can be into the 
power to strike with deadly force. The 
crisis in Russia does not change the basic 
situation; it only shows that this is not a 
vicarious fight.

The 78-year-old retired army of- 
ficer said that, leaving Paris June 
13, 1940,.the day before the Ger- 
mans captured the city, they were 
able to obtain passage on one of 
two colliers provided by the Brit- 
ish Government te take stranded 
English subjects from Marseilles 
to still friendly Oran, Algeria.

After a long dispute as to 
whether or not to remain in the 
Algerian port, it was finally de- 
cided to continue to Gibraltar. 
The colliers arrived just a few 
days before British warships 
shelled the French fleet at Oran. 

Col. and Mrs. Abbot finally 
reached London and spent two 
months there, the months when the 
German aerial bombardment was 
at its heaviest. The Colonel re- 
called several incidents reflecting 
the casualness and calm with 
which the British came to accept 
the air raids. | 

They sailed for Australia Sept. 
23, 1940, beginning: the first part 
of a long trip which he hopes will 
eventually end in Bermuda or 
Jamaica. The ship sailed via 
Greenland, Iceland and the Pan- 
ama Canal to dodge submarines, 
but in the first few days narrow- 
ly eluded an enemy raider.

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HAS TIED UP ALE 
OF NAZI FIGHTERS 


Big Force Kept in West by 
Offensive, Relieving Rus- 
sia, They Claim — New 
Raids on Germany. 


LONDON, Oct. 15 (AP).—British 
sources said today the Royal Air 
Force offensive against the conti- 
nent had compelled Germany to 
maintain more than 50 per cent 
of its fighting planes on the west- 
ern front. thus relieving pressure 
on Russia, 

“The heavy R. A. F. offensive 
against Germany's western front is 
bringing aid to Russia on a scale 
which few imagine,” the Air Min- 
istry news service asserted. 

British airmen struck at south- 
ern Germany last night. The Air 
Ministry reported loss of four air- 
craft in the attacks and one in 
daylight operations yesterday. 
“Despite Germany’s belittlement 
of the results of the R. A. F.’s in- 
creased activities,” the news serv- 
ice said, “she has found it essen- 
tial to use more than half her 
fignter strength—not against Rus- 
sia at the time of the greatest 
military effort in history—but in 
defense against the R. A, F. upon 
the western front, the very exist- 
ence of which her propaganda has 
always been at pains to deny.” 

The R. A. F. continued the at- 
tacks today with a sweep against 
the Dutch coast and Northern 
France. 

Seven British bombers and one 
fighter failed to return, a com- 
munique acknowledged, while five 
enemy fighters were brought down 
during an attack on Le Havre. 
For the third consecutive night 
British raiders blasted away to- 
night at the German-held French 
coast from Boulogne to Dun- 
kerque. 


Six KR. A. F. Planes Shot Down 
in Reich, Berlin Reports. 


BERLIN, Oct. 15 (AP). — Six 
British planes were shot down last 
night as light formations of the 
R. A. F. dropped high explosives 
and incendiaries at several places 
in Western and Southern Ger- 
many, the high command an- 
nounced today.

What Caroline and Eddie think 
of Canada and America is consid- 
erable—and all on the down beat. 
From the moment they arrived 
they have noted every novel man- 


nerism of their hosts and neigh- 


‘bors and have scrupulously re- 


ported their reactions with uncon- 
trolled scorn. There's nothing 
wrong in this, in itself. Children 
are as entitled to have reactions 
as adults.

Gratitude, friendli- 
ness and seemly respect for seri- 
ous problems may be “old hat 
stuff” on Oxford campus—but they 
are still regarded as essential 
training in the larger world.

Too Much 


By Angelo Patri 


OST teachers talk too much 
in the classroom. If at any 
given moment in the day you 
were to ask, “Who is talking now 
in that the teacher or 
a pupil?” a person would be more 
often right than wrong to say, 
“The teacher.” It is natural 
enough, but it is too bad. Learn- 
ing needs expression to complete 
its process in the mind, and the 
best possible expression for most 
of the academic subjects in a 
school is oral language, speech. 
When one remembers how many 
pupils there are in the usual ele- 
mentary school, and how long it 
would take for each to say what 
he ought, in his learning process; 


to say aloud, in his own words, 


in his own habit of speech; it be- 
comes clearer to our understand- 
ing when we puzzle over why the 
teacher does the talking. There 
is scant time for anybody else. 
Yet that time ought to be found 
because it ig necessary for chil- 
dren to talk to their companions 
and to their teachers to express 
what they think they know, dis- 
cover in the telling what they do 
not know, and clarify their ideas 
about the matter in hand. 


= & -¢ 


It is necessary to do this. Bet- 
ter teach less and get back more 
than to cover the text book and 
allow the pupils no chance to talk 
things over. Once the teacher 
recognizes this necessity she will 
provide for it if the supervisor 
will aid and not hinder her efforts. 

The supervisor would not wish 
to hinder but — there is always 
that but — “We must cover the 
course of Study. At this rate you 
won't get half way through, I 
know, but I can’t help it. We 
have to cover the course’and we 
have to pass the city tests. You'll 
just have to hurry along and* test 
as you go,” 

So the teachers hurry along and 
they test as they go. That means 
every few days or so questions are 
written or handed the pupils and 
they write the answers to the 
questions as well as they can. 
They have not had the chance to 
talk out the answers, straighten, 
out their ideas, get things clearly 
in mind by saying aloud what they 
vaguely remember. 

Saying things out loud in an ef- 
fort to make others understand is 
the best way imaginable to clear 
our minds and memorize the facts. 
But school children rarely have 
that. opportunity. There are too 
many of them and there is too 
much ground to be covered for the 
examinations, so they have to 
write down what they know be- 
fore it is half known and only ill- 
remembered. 


x * * 


What to do about it? Cover 
less ground and do it better. 
Leave out a lot of the useless facts 
that we have to dwell on now, 
such as dates and outmoded tables 
and processes and rules. Take the 


heart out of the lesson and hand 


it to the pupils and let them go 
on from there. What they think 
about a point is more important 
than the information in the fact 
because thinking recreates the 
child's mind; memorization only 
pads it. 

To give the children a chance 
to talk instead of the teachers we 
would have to revise the courses, 
the programs and schedules. But 
would that be too much to ask 
since the process might allow the 
teacher to do what she longs to 
do, bring growth to her pupils’ 
minds?

West opened the three of spades, 
and South stepped up at once with 
dummy’s ace. He then finessed the 
jack of clubs. West, winning with 
the club king, now had a prob- 
lem, On the first trick his part- 
ner had played the five of spades 
and South the eight. It was en- 
tirely possible that South had 
false-carded in order to encour- 
age another spade lead. In that 
case a switch to diamonds was in- 
dicated. Having little else to go 
by, West concluded that declarer 
was little concerned about the 
spades. His winning of the first 
trick seemed evidence on this 
point. West, therefore, returned 
the queen of diamonds and South 
made his contract with ease. 

Declarer’s play at the first trick 
was not thoughtl but carefully 
planned. There no point in 
holding up the ace of spades. If 
the club finesse was “on,” the 
hold-up would be unnecessary; if 
it wasn’t, it would lose to West, 
the danger hand, and thus would 
be futile. By going up with the 
ace of spades, South gave West a 
chance to make a mistake if the 
club finesse should prove unsuc- 
cessful.
